SPAIN’S “THIRTY YEARS" WAR. 
‘How many people, we wonder, are aware 
that the Spanish war in Morocco, which 
has been occasionally mentionéd in the 
cables .Jately,-has been going on now for 
thirty-one years? Spain in’ 1893 sent a 
punitivd expedition to Morotey to avenge 
an nttack on a Spanish mine near Melilla, 
. town’on a rocky promontory. of ‘the 
Riff coast, connected with the mainland 
hy a narrow ‘jsthous’ This expedition, 
which could never, punish the tribesmen 
effectiyely, fas been replaced .and re 
placed until, we are told, it grew into, 
‘an army of tens of thousands of regular 
troops, and in its latter stages. the cam- 
paign has cost Spain, not only thousands 
of lives, but also »£24,000,000 -a . year! 
The “territory affected’.by “the campaign 
is that which is defined in the Franeo- 
Spanish treaty of 1912: as the Spanish’ 
“ sphere of influence.” The ‘warfare was 
‘on. an’ unusually big scale in 1921 and the 
Spanish Expeditionary Forces met with 
serious reverses. “In the following year 
a Civil High ‘Commissioner ‘was appoint- 
ed. over the Spanish zone to, inaugurate 
a policy. of pacification. : While.-a very 
strict censorship has been exercised over 
news from the sceric of the struggle, it 
has been perfectly obvious ‘that the 1922 
policy of pacification ‘ailed,~ anda few
